They 
were dissatisfied with the quality of 
coke they were getting from the ovens 
Bong the line of the Atchison Railroad 
im (Colorado, and threatene! to use 
eastern coke exclusively, or bulld a rati- 
Was of their own to cal properties 
Which they might obtain, unless low 
prices were made. These same people 
were maki all sorts of experiments 
With fuel oil, with the idea of substi- 
tuting it altogether, if bie, for 
coal, and they did it with such good 
effect that, in part, they did substitute 
oll for coal, thereby cutting down the 
amount of coal consumed. All of these 
sings, taken in connection with the 
undoubted financial ability of the peo- 
pie interested to bulld additional rail- 
Toads and develbp either coal or oil

In your iet- 
ter, you show not only that you were 
ignorant of. the existence of such re- 
bates, but that you had taken every 
possible step to see that neither in 
this case nor in any other were any 
rebates granted, and you quoted docu- 
ments which show that your subordi- 
nates were repeatedly and explicitly 
warned to obey the law as regards 
these rebates, as well as in other re- 
spects. From this showing on your 
part, and in view of the fact that, as 
I have said, not a shred of testimony 
has been produced against you from 
any source whatever, I do not think 
that you need pay any further heed to 
the accusations that have been made 
against you. I do not myself need cor- 
roboration of any statement you make, 
but if I did need it, it would be fur- 
nished by the boldness with which, 
over three years ago, and before any 
of the proceedings with which we are 
now dealing took piace, you testified to 
the entire truth in connection with the 
taking of rebates from the roads, and 
it is deeply discreditable that this tes- 
timony shall not only now be quoted 
against you, but, with shameless per- 
version of the truth, should be quoted 
as having been given by you in this 
case. At that time when you gave this 
testimony the Interstate Commerce 
Law in the matter of rebates was prac- 
theally a dead letter. Every railroad 
man admitted privately that he paid 
no heed whatever to it, and the Inter- 
state Commerce mission had 
shown itself absolutely powerless to 
secure this heed. 

When I took up the matter and en- 
deavored to enforce obedience to the 
law on the part of the railroads on the 
question of rebates, | found violent op- 
position from that great bulk of raii- 
road men, and a request by all those to 
whom I spoke to testify in public to 
the very state of affairs which they 
freely admitted to me in private. You

ITH the object of giving fictitious values to mining stocks which 

represent only holes in the ground, or prospects, mining brokers 

in this city are conducting a wholesale system of “wash sales. 
They make imaginary purchases from each other, no money changing 
hands, in this way getting quotations on the exchanges for stocks that 
It is easy to report that 100 sales of “Uncle 
Josh” were sold at 20 cents, whereas no sale actually took place, ana 
“Uncle Josh” could not actually be sold for 10 cents a share. The 
modus operandi is explained in the following exposé.

WHAT A “WASH” SALE IS. 


„Wash is a term applied to a pre- 
tended transaction in which no actual 
transfer of stock is made. It is com- 
paratively easy for two or more 
brokers to connive, especially if the 
rules of the exchange are lax, and to 
place fictitious values on shares by the 
washing process by pretending to ef- 
fect sales, usually at a high figure. 

Of courte, the brokers know that no 
bona fide orders are in existence be- 
fore the washing is attempted and 
they run small chance of detection by 
the public, as outsiders dre not per- 
mitted to do business except through 
a broker on the floor, 

To illustrate a case of washing, sup- 
pose a couple of brokers in lusion 
should desire to inflate the value of a 
certain stock whose genuine market 
value is around 20 cents per share. 
First ascertaining that no actual or- 
ders are in existence, one begins bid- 
ding up the stock and his confederate 
assists him by offering a biock of 
sharés at a greatly advanced price. 
Finally the confederate sells and the

parently having advanced to 25 cents 


per share.

LOS ANGELES Cn June 21, 1906. 

To the honorable board of directors 
of the Los Angeles Public 
Gentlemen: 
day, June 13, your president Informed 
me that he and three other members 
of your honorable body desired my 
resignation as librarian of the Los 
Angeles Public Library. He was good 
enough to assure me thaf the entire 
board entertained the highest opinion 
of my ability as a librarian, that they 

no fault to find with the man- 
ner in which the library was being 
conducted, and that, individually, they 
were. most kindly disposed toward me. 
He further stated that the request for 
my resignation on the part of the 
four members mentioned, was based on 
their opinion that it would be for the 
best interests of the library to place 
a man at ite head. 

At first it was my inclination im- 
mediately to yield to the request con- 
veyed by the president. But upon 
refiection, I have concluded that it 
would not be fitting for me to tender 
my resignation as the head of a de- 
partment in which women only are 
employed, when such resignation is re- 
quested solely on mie ground that the 
best interests of the department de- 
mand that ite affairs no longer be - 
ministered by a woman. 

Ever since the adoption of the pres- 
ent city charter, the library has been 
presided over by a woman, with a 
staff of assistants composed exclusively 
of women. During this time it has 
occupied, and now occupies, a position 
in the front rank among the public M- 
braries of the country. In this con- 
nection I may be pardoned for quot- 
ing a remark of Dr. Herbert Put- 
man, librarian. of Congress, published 
In The Times of the 15th inst. Re- 
ferring to this library he sad: “It 
has a reputation which makes it stand 
out very large. due to the efficient 1 
brarians you have had.” 

In view of the past record of this 
library and its present acknowledge 
condition of efficiency, I respectfully 
suggest that the desire of four mem- 
bers of the bowd to place a man at 
the head of the library. should not be 
considered sufficient reason for my 


resigning. Most respectfully.

There was a strong note of triumph 
in the tone of voice in which Director

It marked the victorious 
conclusion of a fight between Dock- 
weiler and the Librarian that has been 
waged with varying degrees of bitter- 
ness through three administrations,

For Theaters, 


It is much to be hoped that the 
recent reports of “friction” in the 
Isthmian Canal Commission are with- 
out foundation; or at least, if mis- 
understandings have arisen, that they 
will not be permitted to delay in any 
manner the presecation cf work on 


other, in this work, that public opin- 
ion will aot be very tolerant of further 
delay unless the best of reasons exist 
for it. Without much doubt the Presi- 
dent will be able to put a speedy end 
to the “friction,” if any exists, after 
he shall have been made officially cog- 
nizant of it. 

The question which promises to give 
most trouble is the question whether 
the canal shall be a sea-level or a lock 
canal. Much may be said on both 
sides of this question. It is a case 
upon which experts are certain to 
differ, and this will make it all the 
more difficult for OCongress—which 
must ultimately decide the question— 
to come to a final conclusion. The 
preponderance of expert opinion ap- 
pears to be in favor of a sea-level 
canal, although it is generally ad- 
mitted that such an undertaking will 
be far more expensive than a lock 
canal. The advantages of a sea-level 
canal over a canal with locks (if the 
sea-level cut be feasible, are obvious, 
We are prosecuting this enterprise, 
not for a month nor a year, but for all 
time, and the question of cost should 
be secondary to that of permanent 
value. 

Discussing this question, Chairman 
Shonis of the Panama Commission 
has recently expressed a decided 
(though guarded) preference for the 
sea-level cut. While tentatively de- 
claring that personally he has not 
fully made up his mind as to which 
form the canal should take, Mr. 
Shonts said that ninety-nine 
out of a hundred believe that even- 
tually we ought to have a sea-level 
canal. The chairman of the canal 
commission further said that from his 
large experience as a railroad builder 
che bad learned that it costs three or 
four times as much to build a tempo- 
rary road and afterwards rebuild it. as 
it would have cost to construct the 
ruad properly in the first place. 

“Surface railroads,” said Mr. Shonts, 
“were a necessity when the country 
was young and would not support a 
high-class railroad. But the United 
States is rich, and can afford to build 
the kind of canal it ought to have. 
The great need of the cana! is for mill- 
tary purposes. We don't want to have 
it possible for a stick of dynamite, in 
the hands of an irresponsible native, 
working in the interest of our ene- 
mies, to blow up the lock and put the 
cahel out of use.” This is one of the 
strong arguments which will probably 
influence Congress in deciding the 
quéstion as to which form of canal 
shall be finally adopted. If it becomes 
a mere question of cost, with the 
superiority of the sea-level plan gen- 
erally conceded by expert opinion, 
there is not much room for doubt that 
Congress will decide that the waterway 
shail be dug straight from sea to sea, 
without locks or other obstructions. 
There will be little trouble about pro- 
viding the money necessary for this 
work. 


OPPER. 

Copper, next to iron, now ranks 
as the world’s most important metal. 
It began to be used in the arts away 
back in the Bronze Age of Central and 
Northern Europe, some thousands of 
years before the Christian era.
